The Shortage of Homes 


While not prepared to fully accept the statement recently credited to 
Canada's only woman cabinet ministeg that this Dominion stands in need of 
one million new houses, which would mean that at the present time something 
more than one-half our estimated population of nine millions of people lack 
reasonable housing accommodation—most Canadians will readily agree that 
the provision of additional housing Js one of the pressing needs of this 
country, Canada, however, is not peculiar “in this respect; it is a condi- 
tion which prevails in practically all countries, and_constitutes a problem 
that is engaging the attention of people in Great Britain, the United States 
and other countries, : 

Dealing with the housing problem in Great Britain a short timé ago, 
Lloyd George uttered one ‘of those epigrams for which he is noted, and 
compressed in a few words a fruth which it is well all statesmen, in fact all 
citivens, should recognize, He said: “You cannot maintain an A-1 empire 
with a C-3 population. You cannot bring up healthy people in unhealthy 
homes.” 

A lack of adequate and proper housing accommodation means the re- 
sorting to makeshifts, to overcrowding of people and whole families in 
buildings where the necessary conditions of sanitation required to maintain 
health cannot be observed; it means the use for purposes of habitation of 
buildings which should not be devoted to such-purposes; it means a loss of 
that privacy in family life, the loss of which so frequently leads to a laxity 
in morals; it means, in fact, the physical and moral deterioration of the peo- 
ple and a consequent weakening of the nation, The effect on babies and 
young children, who are the hope and citizenship of the future, is positively 
dangerous and alarming. , 

Socially and economically the result of inadequate and bad housing is 
just as serious as itis in a physical way. When-people are compelled to 
live cluttered together in a state of congestion, or in habitations which are 
not fit for human beings, unrest and general dissatisfaction with the pre- 
vailing order of things is engendered, and, as inevitably Governments and 
the present system of industrial life and society are blamed, rabid socialis- 
tic and even revolutionary ideas and doctrines are accepted and spread, dis- 
content grows, and the very‘ life of the State is threatened, the while the 
physical standard is being lowered, 

Revolutionary ideas and extreme socialistic doctrines seldom find much 
acceptance among people who are the owners of the dwellings in which 
they live. Ownership of a bit of land, and a house which becomes a 
permanent home, is the best possible guarantee of contentment within and 
stability for a nation. In Canada it is frankly recognized that the large 
percentage of the population engaged in agriculture and living on land of 
the’r own, and not as tenants, is the one outstanding reason why this Do- 
minion has escaped to a greater extent than perhaps any other country the 
perils which have threatened the world following the upheavel of the Great 
War. j 

If nota million new houses, at least tens of thousands are required in 
Canada this year. Yct the prospect of obtaining them is remote unless 
some action is taken to meet the need. It cannot be met under existing 
conditions if left solely to individual effort, initiative, enterprise and avail- 
able financial resources of individuals. Governments and municipalities 
have made some provision, but it is inadequate and haphazard in contrast 
with the importance and seriousness of the problem. Something further is 
required, and it would scem as if that “something” should be provided, not 
in the way of paternal Government assistance, but in the direction of en- 
couragement of building operations all over the Dominion, 

How is this to be done? In-the humble opinion of the writer of this 
article, by Governmental action bringing about a lowering in the present 
costs of construction. Governments in Canada, Federal and Provincial, 
own and control millions of acres of forest and timber lands. They have 
it in their power to reduce. the cost of lumber to the people of Canada by 
developing those resources on a large scale and in a scientific manner. By 
so doing they can provide.employment for thousands of laborers and arti- 
zans, develop the natural resources of the country, and add immeasurably 


to the wealth and prosperity of the nation, 


The cost of transporting needed commiodities from one part of the 
Dominion to another has risen enormously in recent years because of in- 
creased freight rates. Admitting that increased rates were necessary to 
enable the railways to pay their way, it would nevertheless appear to be. 
the part of statesmanship to reduce those rates on lumber and other building 
materials in order to build up the cotintry, 

Cheaper lumber in the first instance, and a lower cost for transporting 
it to those who want it and will gladly use it if they can obtain it at a 
reasonable price within their means, would operate as an immediate and 
tremendous factor in bringing about renewed building activity. This 
would provide an enormous volume of employment, and artizans with steady 
work and wages would soon begin to build homes for themselves. It 
would mean greater prosperity, less unrest, better health, Under present 
conditions even those who can possibly afford to build defer doing so be- 
cause of a belicf that sooner or later costs of construction will fall, and they 
would then be faced with a heavy depreciation in the value of properties 
constructed at present high prices. They, therefore, continue to occupy 
houses, paying unduly high rents for the time being, which houses would 
otherwise be made available at a more moderate figure for those who are 
not in a position to build for themselves.

A Federal Research Bureau 


Bill Providing For This Will Be 
Fathered by Sir George E. Foster 
Provision for steps to be taken to-

ward the equipment of a federal re-'} 


search institute on somewhat the 
same basis as the bureau of standards 
at Washington, will be made in a 
bill to be introduced in the house by 
George Foster, minister of trade and 
commerce. 

The provision of a research burcau 
at or near Ottawa has been urged 
upon the government during the last 
two scssions by the honorary and 
advisory council for industrial and 

j scientific research. It has been urg- 
ed by the council and by the members 
of the spccial parliamentary commit- 
tee on scientific research that the 
establishment of a research burcau 
here was absolutely necessary if Can- 
ada was to take her proper place in 
industrial and scientific development. 

The proposals which were laid be- 
fore the, government called for an ex- 
penditure of about a half a million 
dollars for buildings and cquipments, 

but it is understood that this estimate 

has been somewhat modified and 
that the initial outlay would not be 
more than $200,000 for the first year,

their children must never have a drop 
of tea or coffce, but that children get 
tired of cocoa, 


For a change, give them Cambric 
tea. Half a cup of milk is mixed 
with half a cup of boiling water. A 
little sugar is added and the youngster 
sips his tea along with the grown 
folks who are perhaps indulging in 
Orange Pekoe. 


The cereal coffee on the market— 
and there are several varictics—are 
good for children and most accept- 
able to the palate if properly made. 
Read the directions carefully and then 
proceed to follow them accurately. 

Sometimes a_ child will take hot 
malted milk when it is flavored with. 
cereal coffee when it may rcfuse it if 
unflavored. Malted milk may be mix- 
ed with either hot water or scalded 
milk. It is good cold as well as hot. 
Cold malted milk is often accepted by 
a child if a gencrous spoonful of flav- 
ored ice cream is well mixed into it. 

Hot lemonade for the last meal at 
evening may be very properly given. 
It is so much btter than tea or coffee. 
Squeeze half a lemon into.a strainer 
set over a saucepan. Add one level 
tablespoon of sugar and one-half a 
measuring cup of water. Boil for 
one minute. Pourintoa mug. Add 
a little cold water fo cool for drink- 
ing. 

Grape juice, cither hot or cold, is 
suitable for children. A little grape 
juice added to a lemonade gives it a 
different turn. 

Orangeade, also, is good for chil- 
dren, 

Of course, children should learn to 
drink several glasses of water a day. 
Make the water hot if you must, but 
give the child water. 

If you live where fresh pineapples 
are fairly cheap, you can cnjoy a 
drink that will promote good diges- 
tion. Prepare a pineapple and crush 
the fruit into a bowl. Sprinkle light- 
ly with sugar and Iet stand. Collect 
the juice and dilute it with hot or cold 
water. The drink may be made from 
canned pineapple, but it is not so val- 
uable to digestion as when made from 
the fresh fruit,

World’s Highest Mountains 


Andes Have Greatest Number of 
High Peaks, 


The Himalayas contain the tallest 
mountains in the world, but it is in 
the Andes of South America that are 
to be found the greatest number of 
peaks over 20,000 fect in height. In 
Bolivia are the Cordilleras de la Paz, 
of which twelve peaks, altogether, 
tower more than four miles towards 
the sky. Tarther north, in Eucador, 
are ‘twenty volcanoes in one cluster, 
all covered with perpetual snow. The 
lowcst is just on 16,000 fect, the high- 
est, Mount Chimborazo, is 20,498. 
Three of these volcanoes are still ac- 
tive, and cleven out of the twenty 
have never yet been climbed. ‘The 
highest of the South American Andes 
is supposcd to be Aconcagua, 23,030 
‘feet, But the Andes, between the 
Isthmus of Panama and Cape Horn, 
can show no fewer than 288 peaks, 
which are more than 10,000 fect in 
height, 138 over 18,000, scventy-nine 
over 19,000, and forty-two over 20,000 
feet. The four biggest all exceed 
23,000 fect. The Andes possess an- 
other record, in the shape of the 
highest road in the world. This is 
the famous Aroya Road, in Peru, 
which pierces the mountains by the 
Crucero Tunnel at a height of 15,654 
fect. This is almost the same level 
as the topmost summit of Europe's 
highest mountain, Mont Blanc,

After a little over three years of 
Soviet rule Russia lics dying before 
the eycs of a helpless world. What 
was to have been the triumph of Mar- 
xian Socialism has become a disaster, 
which has involved in mental and 
physical suffering many millions of 
human beings, besides sweeping wway 
all the foundations upon which their 
prosperity rested. When Lenin, 
Trotzky and—Chicherin scized the 
reins of powcr towards the close of 
1917 they proclaimed a Communistic 
Government with a Constitutional As- 
sembly—which has never assembled 
from that day to this—in which ‘he 
last word as well as the first word 
would lic with “the workers.” At 
last the great masses of lussia, 
whether living in the towns or cngacg~- 
ed in various agricultural pursuits. in 
the countryside, were to come into 
their own.

Managing Director of the Western Canada Colonization Association Dis- 
closes the Plans of the Organization Major-General A. D. McRae, 


C.B., Immigration Expert, Asks 


For Provincial Land Settlement 


Board and for Stabilized “ists of Vacant Lands With Prices Good 


For a Reasonable Period. 


As Mr, T. A, Crerar has said, popu- 
Jation is the only possible solution of 
the National Railways problem. The 
simple fact is that neither Western 
Canada nor Canada as a whole can 
continue to “carry on” without a 
marked increase in the number of peo- 
ple on the land. The present sparse, 
population of the three prairie prov- 
inces inflicts an unnecessary iiedon| 
upon the settlers themselves, as it docs 
upon the entire country, ‘The larger 
the number of actual farmers on the 
soil, the more potent will their voice 


be in regard to such questions as 
freights, clevating, marketing and 
purchasing, : 


A number of far-secing men have 
brought the Western-Canada Coloni- 
zation Association into being. The 
organization has no share capital. 
Under its federal charter it can make 
no profits. It is financed by volun- 
tary subscriptions from public spirit- 
ed citizens who have the progress and 
welfare of the country at heart. Its 
Board of Directors is made up of rep- 
resentative farmers and leading busi- 
ness men. Its purpose is to bring 
under production the wnoccupied 
Jands lying close to existing railways 
and Jhicld out of cultivation in the 
main by absentce owners. 

Major-General A. D. McRae, C.B., 
who was recently appointed’ manag- 
ing’ director of the association, is an 
experienced colonization expert, and 
in the plan drawn up by him the 
heartiest co-operation on the part of 
the prairie province governments is| 
essential to the success of the project. | 
Sfe asks that cach of the three admin- 
istrations appoint a Land Settlement 
Board to provide the association with 
a fixed list of unoccupied lands at 
prices good for a reasonable period, 
In his opinion little progress can be 
made with the difficult task of coloniz- 
ing the west unless this request is 
complied with. He refuses to believe 
that any one of the provinces will 
forego its share of the prospective 
«benefits to be derived from the great 
fund raised by the Western Canada 
Colonization Association. 

During the last few days a delega- 
tion, including Major-General McRae, 

r. M. A. Brown, of Medicine Hat, 
Vice-President, -and ot.er Directors 
of the Association, has waited upon 
the Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta cabinets with a memorial setting 
forth the suggestions of the organiza- 
tion. In each case the deputation 
was received by the premicr and his 
colleagues, The memorial presented 
read as follows: 

To the Honourable Mr. Premier 
and Ministers of the Council: 

T thank you on behalf of the Direc-' 
tors of the Western Canada Coloniza-| 
tion_ Association for this opportunity: 
of meeting with you to consider the. 
problem of colonizing lands in your 
province. 

Before proceeding, I would Ike to 
state the mission of our association, 
Our organization is supported entige- 
ly by voluntary subscriptions from 
prominent Canadian individuals and 
corporations. Business interests in 
Eastern and Western Canada have; 
subscribed a very large sum of money, 
to an association whose on'y aim is to 
assist in settling the unoccupied lands 
of Western Canada. This fact reveals , 
a national realization of the urgent 
need for increased immigration to the 
Jand. Our undertaking in its very 
nature discloses an active sympathy 
with the people of the prairie prov- 


inces and their preblems. Our 
whole object, as will be hereafter 
shown, is to better their economic 


position together with that of the 


whole Dominion. 
To Settle Unoccupied Lands. 


We seek no cash assistance from 
your government or any other gov-, 
ernment. Our association is a cor- 
poration without the power of gain. 
It cannot, under its charter, become: 
interested in the sale of land on com- 
mission or for any other pecimiary,| 
consideration. “We have no axe to 
grind except the public axe. Our 
sole purpose is to assist in the devel- 
opment of the western provinces and 
particularty in the p'acing of ‘settlers 
on the unoccupied lands adjacent to 
the present railways, - It is our desire | 
to co-operate closely with all existing 
immigration agencies in order to 
avoid duplication and consequent 
waste of moncy and effort. By co- 
ordinating our efforts with those of 
the western provinces and the Domin- 
ion and by filling in the gaps in colon-; 
ization work which governments can- | 
not bridge, we hope to be an active} 
force in a great forward movement. 

We arc here today with a simple re- 
quest. We merely ask that you pro- 
vide machinery enabling our assocta- 
tion to co-operate effectively with | 
your government in solving a prob- 
lem, the solution of which, when all 
is said and done, rests squarely upon 
the shoulders of the three prairic 
provinces. The whole economic fu- 
ture of the country depends upon the 
manner in which this responsibility is; 
discharged. 

Uniform System Needed. 


- With the disappearance of the frce 
homestead land settlement became a 
difficult affair. So long as settlers 
could rush into the country and with 
the assistance of the local Dominion! 
Land Agent find, within reasonable 
distance of the railway, good free 
land, little attention was paid to them. 
The whole situation is now changed.} 
Most of the land has been alienated 
from the crown. ‘The undeveloped 
Jands are held largely by non-resi- 
dents. Some uniform method of d-al- 
ing with such lands must be adopted 
RADE Ae ee RES PA ee eee 
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or they will not be available in a per- 
manent and practical way for incom- 
ing settlers/‘in large numbers. 

The present haphazard method of 
listing lands for sale, with the prob- 
ability that the owner may change his 
mind at any time (usually when a 
purchaser is in sight) makes it quite 
impossible for any private agency to 
undertake colonization in a big way. 


A Fixed Price List Necessary. 


The ‘great need is a plan under 
which the unoccupied lands can be 
brought into the market in a systema- 
tic manner—a plan including the issue 
of maps and price lists holding good 
long enough for negotiations with 
prospective settlers, so that such set- 
tlers may come in, look over the land 
and close the deals before the price 
is jumped on them. We feel that ihe 
efforts of individuals or corporations 
to accomplish this in a large way are 
futile. - In our judgment neither of 
them can compile for sale lists of un- 
occupied lands aggregating an acre- 
age sufficient to justify the expense, 
with @ permanency that will be found 
effective,

tlers, from paying unjustifiably high 
prices for wild land. The operations 
of the board cannot act otherwise 
than as a stimulus to the sale of uns 
improved land to actual settlers at 
reasonable prices. It undoubtedly 
will result in bringing a big increased 
acreage under permanent production 
and incidentally in lessening the bur- 
den of taxation”on the existing popu- 
ation, 

An Established Principle. 

The proposed legislation making 
the owner of unoccupied land his own 
assessor will merely follow the prin- 
ciple observed in the income tax re4 
turn. This plan, if adopted, will 
render feasible the carly issue of maps 
and price lists of unoccnoied lands 
for sale in the province. Without 
such fixed lists no adequate land sct- 
tlement can be secured.

Such absence of direc- 
tion has meant sparse settlements and 
otherwise urnecessary and economi- 
cal'y unjustifiable public expenditures

Not over- 
looking some unfortunate areas where 
settlement should never have been 
permitted, I feel that it will be great- 
ly to the advantage of each of, the 
western provinces to assume the 
direction of new scttlers, 
The Lepislation Requ’red. 

T seriously believe that the success 
of our efforts to assist in the settle- 
ment of the unoccupied land in this 
province largely depends, upon our 
being able to co-operate with and 


work thfough a properly constituted | 


and effective provincia’ agency. We 
therefore desire to submit for your 
most earnest consideration the follow- 
ing legislation as in our judgement the 
minimum that will meet the situation 
and facilitate our endeavors for the 
public welfare. - 

(a). Establish a Provincial Land 
Settlement Board consisting of one 
director who will be responsible to 
and under the direction of the minis- 
ter of ageiculture.\ 

(b) Require the owners of tinoccu- 
pied land, upon receipt of notice, to 
file, within a given time, with the 
Land Settlement Board. their own 
valuation of their unoccupied land, to- 
gether with terms thereon; such sate 
value (conditional unon the land: still 
remaining unoccunied) to hald good 
for a period of two years or thereafter 
until the owner withdraws same; pro- 
vision being made to allow the owner 
one year’s interest at six per cent. on 
valuation and a refund of taxes paid 
in case a sale is made after the expir- 
ation of the first year. 

(c) Make such valuation the basis 
for the unoccupied land tax. 

(d) Authorize the Land Settlement 
Board to appraise any unoccupied 
land on which the owner has failed to 
make the required return and where 
it deems necessary, to appraise any 
unoccupied land on which the owner’s 
sale valuation and terms are consider- 
ed to be unreasonable and in eff ct a 
withdrawal of the ‘and from settle- 
ment. Provide that such land shall 
be assessed double the unoccupied 
land tax by-way of penalty. 

(ce) Require the non-resident owner 
of unoccupied land to appoint a duly 
authorized agent in the locality of his 
land, to whom purchasers may be re- 
ferred. Require such owner to au- 
thorize such agent to effect sale on his 
behalf at th- price and on the terms 
filed with the Land Settlement Board. 


Work for the Land Board. 


The foregoing recommendations 
are only what we regard as necessary 
to enable us to co-operate successfully 
with you. Once the Land Settlement 
Board _has been estab‘ished and its 
usefulness demonstrated, undoubtedly 
wide powers will be granted to it. 

The board will deal with all immi- 
gration problems in and for the prov- 
ince. Not only will it be the instru- 
ment through which you will carry 
on your provincial immigration ef- 
forts, it will also direct the immigra- 
tion brought through all the various 
agencies at work for our western de- 
velopment. It will direct the new- 
comers brought in as a result of the 
Dominion Government's efforts. It 
will afford a channel through which 
the drift of immigration that comes 
along “on its own” may be properly 
looked after. 

Social Service for the Board. 


The Land Settlement Board should 
also be able to achieve an invaluable 
service to the province by directing 
the new scttlers in a general way into 
districts where their former agricul- 
tural expericnce is most likely to en- 
sure their success and where their 
neighbors will offer them a congenial 
social environment. With the active 
support of the board it should be pos- 
sible to maintain community organi- 
zations which will extend to the new 
settler and his family a hearty wel-

Will Benefit Present Farmers of the 
West. 

The outstanding need of the west 
is more peop'e on the land. — Failing 
a far-reaching colonization effort a 
liopelessly sparse population must 
continue to bear an undue burden of 
municipal, provincial and federal tax- 
ation, Under these circumstances 
your government can scarcely afford 
to pursue a policy of inaction regard- 
ing immigration. 

Tn helpine to establish satisfactory 
conditions for incoming settlers this 
association is working and will work 
inevitably in. the interests of those 
already on the land. It goes without 
saying that questions relating to 
freights, marketing, clevating and pur- 
chasing: are common to all those en- 
gared in agricu'ture,  / 

To put it in another way this asso- 
ciation proposes entering into part- 
nership with the prairie provinces; it 
will be identified with the actual set- 
tlement of farmers on the soil; as a 
natural consequence the welfare of 
agriculture throughout the west must 
necessarily command the support of 
the organization. , 

The colonization efforts outlined 
above will necessitate some expendi- 
ture for land settlement work. In 
view of the fact that the unoccupied

Prac- 
tically all. of these, it is estimated, 
were experienced agriculturists. who 
either secured free. government home- 
steads or purchased improved farms. 
Whilst thig very desirable cofitribu- 
tion to Canada’s man power, deposit- 
ed in the manner to best serve Can- 
ada’s need, is only about one-third: of 
that of the years priorto the war, it 
is estimated authoritatively that the 
Dominion received last year, and dur- 
ing the war years, .as many farmers 
from the United “States as she was 
wont to welcome, and that the classes |

Electric Method ‘To 
Increase Grain Yield 


Southern Alberta Farmers Adopt 
New Method of Treating Seed 
Grain, ‘ 


Seed treated by a new process of 
seed elecirification, a method which, 
it is claimed, will increase the yield, 
check the spread of fungoid diseases 
and improve the quality, will be 
sown this year by many of the lead- 
ing farmers in Southern Alberta. © A 
plant for the treating of seed has 
been established and already its cap- 
acity is taxed to_such an extent that 
an enlargement will be made immedi- 
ately. ° 

Great claims are made as to the ad- 
yantages of this system which is 
known as the Wolfryn Electro-Chem- 
ical process. of secd-electrification. 
The process consists in placing’ the 
seed to be treated in a bath con- 
taining a suitable métallic salt such 
as calcium of sodium. chloride and 
weakly electrifying the same for 
length of time appropriate to the 
Sted under tréatment. The solution 
is then run off, and the seed taken 
out and dried. The -object of the 
salt is not only to decrease the re- 
sistance, or, in other words, to in- 
crease the conductivity’ of the ‘sced- 
coat, but to maintain that conduc- 
tivity’ during the period-of germina- 
tion. Calcium‘and sodium in cor- 
rect proportions arc, however, plant 
foods and assist in the ‘after stimula- 
tion of root production, 

This method is. a new one to 
Canada, but it has been tried with 
remarkable success in England,

settled districts, including those of 
the Peace River area, which is being 
rapidly filled with farmers under the 
soldiers settlement scheme, The 
Junior Red Cross Societies have been 
organized in hundreds of schools and 
have a membership of tens of thou- 
sams of children. The League of 
Red Cross Socicties at Geneva recent- 
ly circulated a bulletin throughout all 
Red Cross organizations ~ affiliated 
with the League of Nations giving a 
detailed report of the plan being car- 
ried out in the province, from the pen 
of Mrs. C. B. Waagen, general secré- 
tary of the Provincial Red Cross. 

In Manitoba too the Red Cross. has 
| retained intact a remarkably vigorous 
grew. out of its 
tremendous activities during the war. 
It is particularly noticeable that war 
work is-still being carried on vigor- 
ously in Manitoba, especially in Win- 
nipeg, a great centre of military ac- 
livity, for here are Jocated great mili-

The most outstanding: work in 
Manitoba in- connection with the 
peace time program o! the Red Cross 
is the inception of a plan of public 
health nursing. Much good work 
of a similar nature also has_been-ac- 
complished in Saskatchewan. 
~ It is now obvious that, to carry out 
the peace time program on a perman- 
ent basis, the membership of the so- 
cicties must be definitely organized in 
conformity with the call made at the 
Red Cross ‘Socicties’’ convention - at 
‘Geneva last year. In many coun- 
tries this membership campaign. _al- 
Indced in the 
i United States this las been done sys- 
tematically since the war, the annual 
| roll call in the autumn of each year 
maintaining a regular membership in 
excess of 7,000,000 persons, excluding 
an cyen greater number of children, 
The only other, country in which 
membership enrollment has been car- 
tied out is Czecho-Slovakia, a war- 
torn land in which the residents do 
not have to be told of the beneficient 
work done by the organization. About 
onc-fourth of the entire population of 
the territory has been enrolled. 
’That Canadian will not overlook 
their opportunity of supporting the 
“Croix Rouge” during the member- 
ship campaign from June 5 to 11 next 
is regarded as a certainty by officials 
in charge of the campaign, wlio point 
out that there was @ more generous 
response to the demands of the organ- 
ization during the trying years of the 
world-war than that given by Cana- 
dians.

‘Sprouting’ Potatoes 
Adds To Yield 


Given Start Before Planting Tubers 

. Will Develop More Quickly. 

By “sprouting” potatoes it is poss- 
ible to add. cighty-cight bushels per | 
acre to the yield, this result having, 
been obtained with Irish Cobblers: 
last year. Sprouting is a commort: 
practice in Ireland, and consists of. 
medium sized tubers selected before 
they have sprouted to any extent in| 
the cellar, and cither placed in shal- 
low boxes. or trays, preferably with 
the seed.end up, or spread shallow 
on the floor of a room where there is 
abright light. Lither method will 
sive almost cqually good results, At, 
first the temperature should be cool | 
cnough {o prevent sprouting. 


The, 
skin will soon turn green and become 
rather tough, The temperature is; 
now raised enough for the tubers to 
sprout, and when treated: as- describ- 
ed two or three strong sprouts will 
develop from the secd end, the other 
cyes remaining dormant. Growth 
will thus be~ concentrated in these 
few shoots and, as.a rule, there will 
be a larger proportion of marketable 
potatoes where there are a few good 
shoots than where there are many, 
If the potatoes are given plenty of 
light and the place where - they. are 
kept is fairly cool, the sprouts will 
begome very sturdy, and. strongly at- 
tached to the tuber, will be green 
in; color, and will not‘be broken off 
int handling unless’ very — carelessly 
used. -Thus given a start before 
planting, they will ‘usually come 
along rapidly and tubers will develop 
more quickly from sprouts. which 
have grown slowly in. a bright) cool 
place than from sprouts which have 
grown in a dark place, the latter, 
moreover, usually breaking off at the 
time of planting. Sprouts should be 
about two inches’ in length at the 
time of planting. fe 

The warmest and best. drained soil 
that is available should be used for 
exlra early potatoes, says Dr. W. ‘T. 
Macoun, Dominion Horticulturist, 
and the sets should be planted shal- 
lower than for the main crop so that 

will, get the advantage of the 
heat from the surface soil. In Great 
Britain the potatoes are planted 
whole when sprouted, growth being 
more vigorots when this’ method is 
followed, but-this is not necessary 
in order to get an increase in yield, 
It has been found that, taking one 
year with another, the earlicr pota- 
tocs are planted in most places in 
Canada after the ground is dry 
enough to work and danger of very 
severe frosts are over, the Jarger the 
crops will be. 

The following is given as a gen- 
eral rule of guidance for planting 
potatoes in Canada for highest 
yields. Where the spring is early 
and autumn frosts carly, plant early; 
where the spring is carly and the 
summers dry, plant carly; where :

spring is late and autumn frosts late, 
carly planting is not so important; 
where the spring is late and the au- 
tun frosts are early, plant as soon 
as soil is dry enough.

No Danger From Comets 


“Even If One Struck the Earth It 


Would Not Harm Us. 


From time to time the columns of 
“the newspapers are enlivened with re- 
ports that the earth is in imminent 
danger of collision with a comet. 
Alarming rumors of this sort, it will 
be recalled, attended the last visit of 
Halley’s comet, and now it is the

Sensational announcements on this 
subject having been  crroneously 
sredited in the press to Greenwich 
Observatory, Dr. A. D. C. Crommelin 


of that institution takes occasion to 


deny them in the Journal of the Brit- 
ish Astronomical Association. 

As to the chances of collision be- 
tween the nucleus of the comet and 
the carth, he says that the unces- 
tainty of the comet’s distance from 
the sun at nodal passage is quite 
one-half million miles; the chance is, 
therefore, one in sixty that it falls 
within a particular cight thousand 
miles (the earth’s diameter). Next, 
the comet’s resolved velocity perpen- 
dicular to the ecliptic is about cight 


miles per second, which would mea 


one-third hour for cight thousand 
miles, Now, as the possible range of 
perihelion passage is some four hun- 
dred-hours, the combined chance of 
collisjof with the head is one in 
60x1200, or say one in 70,000, If 
we assuine for the coma a diameter 
three times that of the carth, we 
should multiply the chance by 16, but 
it would still be. only one in 4,000. 
Collision with the coma, says Dr. 
Crommcelinu, would probably almost 
escape notice, while even if the head 
were encountered there is no reason 
to arilicipate anything more than a 
great meteor shower.

Deal With Forest Fires ~ 

Six Aeroplanes Will Be Used In 
Southern Alberta, 7 

Elaborate measures are being tak- 
en this year by the Dominion Fores- 
try Branch to deal with outbreaks of 
fire in the forest reserves of Western 
Canada. Six acroplanes will be used 
in Southern Alberta, two main flights 
being made daily in ordinary weather, 
one north and the other south. Extra 
staff and equipment will be in readi- 
ness for more frequent flights when 
there is fire danger. It is thought by 
this system to greatly minimize dan- 
ger, of fircs-in the reserves, - which 
yearly serve as grazing grounds for 
thousands of head of cattle and sheep.

Sir Auckland. Geddes, British am- 
bassador at Washington, was the 
principal speaker at the annual dinner 
of St. George's Society of New York 
at the Waldorf Astoria. Five hun- 
dred members and guests attended, 
women and men dining together for 
the first time in the history of the 
society. 

Sir Auckland, who was received 
with great applause; remarked that 
while St. George’s Societics were din- 
ing in celebration of the day in Can- 
ada, Australia, India and other parts 
of the world, no dinners were ‘being 
held in England because of the labor 
troubles. 

“England is only one-fifth as large 
as Texas, smal! and not particularly 
fertile,” he said, “but rich in men and 
women, That is the treasure of it.” 

The labor troubles in England, the 
ambassador said, were only another 
form of the old fight that was fought 
in England for democratic govern- 
ment. The trouble was. part of the 
cost of the war which had disarranged 
the cconomic -machinery of Europe, 
but. the difficulties would be over- 
come, 

Speaking of those who are trying to 
break the ties of friendship and un- 
derstanding which exist between thie 
allics. and associated nations which 
fought together in the war, Sir Auck- 
land said they were striving to drive 
a wedge between the nations and 
make hostility. take the place of 
friendship, endeavoring to drop the 
secds of suspicion in cach country, 
whispcring to simple people and try- 
ing to arouse distrust, 


“It is,” he declared, “the work of 


broken and defeated men who have 
nothing to lose and all to gain. Co- 
operation between the allied and as- 
sociated powers must be insisted 
upon and kept prominently -in the 
minds of men, for these stand against 
militarism and: stand for freedom and 
democratic rule. . These are things 
that matter,- ‘ , 

“I know of no question which’is not 
casy of solution by half a dozen sen- 
sible men gathered about a-table. 

“These rumors and whisperings are 


all part of n game to trouble the... 


waters-that these defeated men may 
go fishing. It is vital that all inter-

The struggle between human be- 
‘ings and wild animals in India seems 
to ks constant. Last year fifty-five 
persons were killed by elephants, five 
by hyenas, 109 by bears, 350 by 
leopards, 853 by tigers, and 688. by 
boars and other animals. Poisonous 
snakes claimed no fewer than 22,478 
victims. More than 19,000 wild 
beasts of various kinds were destroy- 
ed and 91,000 snakes were killed. High 
floods killed off many of the small 
animals that are ordinarily the prey 
of wild beasts, and this probably ac- 
counts for the attention that tigers

Indicating an increase in the use of 
drugs in Vancouver during the last 
few years, the annual report of the 
city health department shows that the 
number of examinations of drugs dur-
